2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/24/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

3. Applicant asserts that the length determinations taught by Berners-Lee "do not 
indicate the correct determination of the actual length of the multibyte format message 
in all instances" and goes on to provide an example in which a message containing 3 or 
4 characters would have a length of 10 since it is 10 bytes long. 

However, it is noted that the current claims do not specify that the "actual length" 
of the multibyte message is the number of characters in the message. It is apparent that 
an actual length of the message in the example given by Applicant is 10 bytes, which is 
the number given by Berners-Lee.
